Claim Rejections -55 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 19-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tanguay et al. 
(5568574). 

With respect to claim 19, Tanguay show in Fig.3 a device comprising: means for driving 
10 multiple lasers 16a-b arranged in a two-dimensional array defining a plane; means for 
modulating 30a-b output of light from one of the multiple lasers, means, located between the 
means for driving and the means for modulating, for electrically connecting the means for 
driving to the means for modulating while electrically bypassing the lasers, the means for 
driving, means for electrically connecting and the means for modulating being integrated 
together as a stack (col.8, 1.47-65). 
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With respect to claim 20, Fig.3 shows means for redirecting light from one of the 
multiple edge emitting-type lasers in a direction substantially perpendicular to the plane (arrow 
from 16a). 



the plane and is located for modulating the light exiting the means for redirecting.
